ll ii enacted ly the Qtnernl AntmWy as fol-

SECTIONS 1. Section 1' of Chapter 73 of 


the General Statutes is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows :

fined not less than one hundred dollars nor 
more than one thoniand dollars, and be im- 
prisoned not less than thirty days nor inoro 
than ono year."

"Szonox 10. If any person shall keep or 


suffer to bo kept on his premises or posses-

miied liquors, a part of which is ale, wino, 
rum or other strong or malt liquors, he 
shall, on conviction.be fined twenty dollars, 
and ba imprisoned in the county jail ten 
days."
